Executive Orders viewed as bid 
for absolute power

A brilliant editorial by David Lawrence 
appearing in the Los Angeles Times, Sun- 
day, 23 March, 1965, begins with this ques- 
tion: “Will the American Constitution — 
now being arbitrarily transformed by Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court without re- 
gard to the amending process,— be util- 
ized some day by a future President to 
build a dictatorship within a centralized 
government in Washington?” 

Mr. Lawrence then gives three factual 
examples of these un-eonstitutional “amend- 
ments” which place the federal govern- 
ment; 1: in control of the business and eco- 
nomic affairs of the entire nation regard- 
less of state lines and jurisdiction; 2: uses 
an arbitrary interpretation of the 14th 
Amendment to intervene when state laws
